Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Regulation  1948  (1). 

The  following  regulation  is  made  pursuant  to  section  41  of  the  “  Municipal  Superannua¬ 
tion  Act”  on  April  1st,  1948: — 

Females. 

Minimum  Retiring  Age,  55. 

Maximum  Retiring  Age,  60. 

Contribution  necessary  to  provide  a  single  life  annuity  of  $10  per  month,  commencing  at 
minimum  retiring  age,  or  of  a  greater  amount  if  remaining  in  service  after  minimum  retiring 
age.  To  provide  also  for  the  payment  of  an  annuity  to  the  employee  in  the  event  of  total  and 
permanent  disability. 

The  following  table  shall  be  used  in  determining  the  amount  of  retirement  annuity  pur¬ 
chased  by  additional  or  increased  contributions  made  by  female  employees  on  or  after  April 
1st,  1948,  and  to  whom  the  “  Municipal  Superannuation  Act  ”  applies  on  March  31st,  1948, 
and  by  all  contributions  made  by  female  employees  to  whom  the  said  Act  becomes  applicable 
on  or  after  April  1st,  1948: —
